HITCHCOCK NOT STRONG

Such rapidity of growth in a 
hardwood is unparalleled, and would 
be considered incredible were not the 
facts beyond «question. There seems 
to be no limit io the number of cut-| 
tings that can Ye made over the same 
ground, at intervals of six or eight 
years. The roots are always growing. 
making the development of the shoots 
more rapid after each cutting. .- 

In setting out a eucalyptus grove for 
profit, about 600 trees are planted to the 
acre. For tue first few years, irriga- 
tion is necessary, but after that neo 
further care is needed. Naturally some 
are malformed and stunted, and these 
are cut for firewood when three or four 
years old. The next hetter class 
of trees, as they attain sufficient 
size, are cut for railroad ties, bridge 
timbers, piling, telegraph poles and 
purposes. The best and 
straightest trees are allowed to grow 
until eight years. old, or still longer if 
the production of large timber is de- 
sired. The best quality of this, when 
manufactured into lumber, selis as high 
a& $140 per thousand fee', for use in eabi- 
net work and interior finish, Hon. El- 
wood Cooper, of Santa Barbara, has 
eucalyptus ves about twenty-five 
years old. e harvests Umber worth 
$350 per acre every year, ang yet 
from the appearance eof the groves a 
short distance away ne one would 
think a tree had ever been cut, Pvery 
rear the standing timber in the groves 
becomes more Vaivabie. There are fine, 
straight trees standing from the origi- 
nal planting that in twenty-five years 
haye attained a girth as great as that 
of oaks 300 years old. Yet encalyptus 
wood will answer every .purpose for 
which oak is employed, and many for 
which oak ts unsuitable; and many 
varieties of the Australian timber have 
a beauty of grain, color, marking and 
texture that oak cannot rival. 

Of course, the most important use of 
the eucalyptus is for the manufacture 
of jumber—to supplement the failing 
supplies that are derived from the nu- 
tive forests. In addition, bee keepers 
find eucalyptus groves particularly de- 
sirable on account of the great quan- 
tity of honey yielded the biossoma.

“Wanted—Situation by first-class confectioner on all 
kinds of starch work, licorice work from giue, fig paste, 
gelatine hand-work, glucose and logwood work, etc 
Cheap goods a specialty.” 

A French cook read the above advertisement aloud. 
Then he said proudly: 

“That explains why Americans in France are horrified 
by the costliness of our candy. The cheapest French 
candy is 75 cents a pound. The best chocolates and bon- 
bons are $1.50 and $2 a pound. The reason is that 
France alone, of all the countries in the world, makes 
perfectly pure candies. 

“The adulteration of cheap American candies—you can 
buy them as low as 8 or 9 cents a pound—is awful. In an 
official examination of cheap chocolates, over thirty adul- 
terants were found; among them were chalk, glue, bran, 
ground leather, roasted. bullock’s liver, fine sawdust, old 
sea biscuit, and ground shells. 

“Cheap licorice is worked up with logwood, glucose, 
gelatine and glue. 

“The white confectioner’s sugar that abounds in cheap 
mixtures is adulterated with terra alba, a ground white 
stone. The gum in them is made of glue. The lemon 
flavor is turpentine and alcohol: the peppermint is ex- 
tract of fireweed; the raspberry is tartaric acid and a 
half-dozen others. 

“The pure-food people have still lots to do if they want 
to purify the country’s candy. You, if you would have 
pure candy, buy only the expeasive. France’s candy 
prices show how absurd it is to expect to get good stuff 
at a few cents a pound.”

Training Zebras. 


I have written of the experiments which the British 
are making in attempting to raise the zebra for agricul- 
tural use.

The offi- 
cers told me that they had been broken to riding, and 
that they were easily tamed. In another stable I was 
shown the results of some crosses between the zebra and 
the horse.

same way, and it had every aspect of the zebra except- 
ing the white and black stripes.

The stripes of the pure 
zebra are of the deadest black and the whitest white.

There are many zebras in the interior of German 
East Africa, and they are often shot and eaten by the 
hunters. 

As to hunting, this country promises to be more pop- 
ular than British East Africa, which is generally known 
as the land of big game. German East Africa is a part 
of the same plateau, and there are regions in it which 
swarm with antelopes, zebras and other game beasts. 
There are many lions and leopards, as well as elephants, 
hippopotamuses and rhinoceroses. At present it costs 
$250 for the right to shoot big game in the British pos- 
sessions. The Germans issue licenses to shoot for $3 or 
$4 each, but they require a small royalty to the govern- 
ment on each head of game killed. The high rates are 
driving the sportsmen out of the lands north of here, 
and eventually the Germans will have the greater part 
of that travel. 


The Pets of the Biack Continent. 


While on the subject of animals I want to tell you 
about the queer pets I find in this part of Africa. Think 
of holding a baby leopard in your lap! Or of lifting up 
a lion by the nape of the neck! This is what I have 
seen done in the past week. The baby lion was at a 
hotel here. He was tied by a clothesline, and I was able 
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to pet him without being hurt. I took hold of the skin 
of his neck and lifted him off the ground, although it 
strained my arm io do so. On Lake Victoria I saw a pet 
hyena, and at one of the native villages found several 
pet antelopes. Pet sheep and goats are common among 
the Africans, and there are certain tribes—in Which a 
sheep will follow its master about and come to him 
when called. In Uganda sheep are often petted. They 
are fat-tailed animals, with hair as coarse as that of a 
tin-can-fed American goat. They are usually white in 
‘eolor, although some are as red as a blood bay horse. 
In Dar es Salaam I stopped with a man who owned a 
pet leopard. It was only a few weeks old and was as 
tame as a cat. 

The captain on one of the Lake Victoria steamers has 
several pet monkeys, a dog-faced baboon, and some par- 
rots. The parrots have silver-gray feathers on their 
bodies and their wings and tails are bright red. They 
talk in the native language and whistle in esperanto. 

About the queerest pet bird I have yet seen on this 
continent is the whale-headed stork of Uganda. one of 
which has been sent to Khartoum and is kept there ia 
the gardens of the Sirdar. The bird is found all around 
Lake Victoria, and especially at the source of the Nile. 
It is as big as the largest turkey gobbler, and its head 
looks as though it had been chopped out of a telegraph 
pole and then hung to its neck. This stork has long 
legs, and it walks about with great dignity. It looks 
sleepy, and it does not seem at-all afraid. I took a 
snapshot at the bird with my camera, standing within 
a few feet of it at the time. It did not budge, but gazed 
at me out of its bleary eyes as though it thought me a 
fool.

The founder, Prof. Elie Metchni- 
koff, of the Pasteur Institute, Paris. lives strictly in ac- 
cordance with his discovery and eats curdled milk every 
day, as a regular diet, in order to fill his intestinal ca- 
nal with bacteria which he believes to be the deadly 
enemies of the microbes causing old age. This savant 
declares that the average man should live 120 years, and 
he advocates cutting out the large intestine as a fur- 
ther means of prolonging life. Perhaps this latter oper- 
ation may become as fashionable among us as that for 
the removal of the vermiform appendix: but as yet there 
has been no bulletin from Prof. Metchnikoff announcing 
that he has had it performed upon himself.

2 SomME QUAINT INDIAN AND OTHER 
7 SUPERSTITIONS.

HE up-to-date fisherman looks upon fish commer- 


T csatw: the up-to-date angler with a sportive glee; 
but there are primitive, simple-minded fisher folk 
who regard the finny denizens of their-waterways far 
_mere reverently. 
Dne of the most interesting old customs connected 
| with the first fish of the season was that of an Indian 
tribe on Vancouver Island. Here, the day that the first 
salmon Was caught, the children of the tribe gathered 
on the bank expectantly waiting. As the boats came in 
they eagerly stretched out their red-brown arms, and 
a heavy burden of fish was laid upon them, the heads 
of the salmon carefully pointed in the direction in which 
the live fish were swimming. The fish were next placed 
upon the ground while an offering of hog'’s wort, red 
paint, and bulirushes was burned in their honor. Later, 
each child received a whole roasted salmon every mor- 
sel of which he must eat, not allowing the bones to fall 
to the ground, but preserving them on specia] dishes for 
' three days; an old woman feigning lameness gathering 
/ them into a basket on the fourth day to throw them into 
the sea. 
| This careful preserving of fish bones was considered 
| of vast importance. for it was believed that the soul 
of the dead fish had returned to the salmon country 
| only temporarily and would have a happy—and useful 
|—fesurrection the next season if its bones were not 
, burned. 
With this same idea in mind, the Hurons employed 
| preachers to exhort the fish to come into their nets, as- 
, suring them with all the rhetoric at command that 
nothing would induce the tribe to destroy their bones, 
| so they need have no reluctance in being caught. 

In British Columbia, the Indians ceremoniously went 
to meet the first salmon and in flattering voices tried 
to win their favor by calling them all chiefs — 

Every spring in California, the Karaks used to dance 
‘for salmon. Meanwhile one of their number secluded 
himself in the mountains and fasted for ten days. Upon 
his return. he solemnly approached the river, took the 
first salmon of the catch, ate some of it, and with the 
remainder lighted a sacrificial fire in one of the sweat- 
houses. 

The same Indians laboriously climbed to the moun- 
tain top after the poles for the spearing booth, being 
convinced that if they were gathered where the salmon 
were watching no fish would be caught. 

* Very widespread in fact is this naive belief of the 
necessity of caution whenever Adam is on fishing bent. 
in Japan, among the primitive race of the Ainos, even 
the women left at home are not allowed to talk lest the 
"fish may hear and disapprove, whie the first fish is al- 
ways brought in through a window instead of a door se 
' the other fish May not see. 

The Eskimo women of Alaska never sew while the 
men are fishing, and should any mending be impera- 
tive they do it shut up in little tents, out of sight of 
the sea. : 

Under no circumstance, on the northeast coast of: 
Scotiand. will a fisherman at sea mention certain ob- 
jects on land. such as ‘minister.’ “kirk,” “swine,” 
“dog.” etc., and the line will surely be lost ff a pig is 
seen while baiting it. As on the land, chickens must 
not be counted until they are hatched. so at sea fish 
must not be counted until they are all caught. It is 
good tuck to find mice nibbling among the nets: a horse- 
shoe nailed to the mast will help matters out: and a 
herring caught and salted down will produce wonders.

In some of the East Indian Islands, a fisherman always 
selected for the chief part of his trap a bough of a tree 
the fruit of which had been pecked at by many birds. 

The West Highland fishermen think every shoal of 
herring has a leader twice as big as the rest of the fish, 
and when this big herring is caught they carefully put 
it back into the sea. 


In the upper Congo, the first fish caught by a boy 
must be given to his parents if he would avoid a curse, 
while a man will catch no more fish during the season 
if his first is not given to the friend who first greets 
him on coming ashore. 


In certain parts of India it is believed that a fish is a 
vehicle by which the soul of the dead may migrate. At 
the death of his mother, a Raja of Travancore in the 
eighteenth century begged the English commander to 
orier that no one should be allowed to fish for three 
days for fear the fish that had received her soul might 
be caught, and the Gends of India, three days after a 
death, go to the riverside, and, calling the name of the 
deceased, catch a fish which they eat in the hope that 
the soul of the dead thus released may be born again 
as a child in the family. 

Every May in Bengal, a special ceremony takes place 
in honor of the iaqls of Rudradeva and KAlarudradeva. 
Part of this consists in the devotees, mostly fisher folk, 
tying ropes about their waists and diving into the river 
after different kinds of fish which are subsequently 
cooked by Brahman priests. These fish lai on un- 
broken plaintain leaves are placed before the idols, then 
put into an earthen pot which one of the worshipers 
takes, and, diving. leaves at the bottom of the Ganges.

EAF by leaf the roses fall; drop by drop the 
springs run dry. One by one our Lares and Pen- 

ates are being taken from us. The landmarks are 
being removed, gradually, so that modern Washington 
‘does not know the original capital city; and in the near 
future our modern Washington will neither be known 
nor remembered. 
Preserved and venerated are the relics of antiquity in 
the old world; as likewise also are mementoes of the 
events of nationa!] and international importance retained 
for the benefit of posterity. But in our new world noth- 
ing is ancient; and nothing is likely to become ancient, 
for we are not permitted, nor to be permitted to have 
tangible reminders of our great men, nor memorabilis 
of our great events. 
The residence of Jefferson Davis, once a great Senator 
and a great Secretary of War, is now the business office 
of a notorious corporation, 
The residence of John Quincy Adams, wherein he 
dwelt as a member of Congress fighting for the right of

petition, is gone; and, alongside of it where once stood 


the home of Daniel Webster, when he prepared and de- 
livered his famous reply to Hayne; these two, have 
gone into nothingness, and on their joint sites there 
has been erected a massive iron structure, veneered with 
marble. There is nothing here to indicate to futuré gen- 
erations the triumph of the “right of petition,” nor to 
suggest the origin of that famous, effective speech for 

“Liberty and Union, now and forever, one and insep- 

arable.” 

The home of the ante-bellum Washington Club, 
where all of the great men of note who figured in fos- 
tering and smothering the great rebellion daily and 
nightly gathered; where Daniel E. Sickles shot down 
the despoiler of his home; the house subsequently the 
home of Secretary of State William H. Seward, where 
he was assaulted and left for dead by the assassin, the 
night that Lincoln was killed; the house which was 
afterward the residence of Secretary James G. Blaine, 
and where that singularly popular politician breathed 
his last; no longer exists. In its place there is a 
modern theater, whence the strains of music and the 
strainines of the voices of alleged prima donnas vibrate 
across the park, even into the defenseless ears of the 
family in the White House. 

In vain will future visitors seek the place formerly 
known as Ford's Theater, where history records that 
Abraham Lincoln was assassinated. That building was 
transformed into an office building for the use of the 
surgeon-general of the army. 

Millions of dollars have been expended for the preser- 
vation of the battlefields of Gettysburg, Antietam, 
Vicksburg and Chickamauga; but the battleground of 
Fort Stevens, north of and contiguous to the national 
capital, has fallen into the hands of real estate specula- 
tors, who are converting it into suburban town lots. 
And yet, on this battlefield was fought one of the de- 
cisive battles of the Civil War, July 11 and 12, 1864, 
when the Confederates under Gen. Early came within 
four miles of the White House and Treasury, and would 
have captured the President, the Congress, the Treas- 
ury, and given the nation an almost decisive death blow 
but for the timely arrival of the Sixth Corps of the 
Army of the Potomac. This field has not been pre- 
served, and now can never be preserved. It is beyond 
purchase and preservation now. 

Within one block of the Treasury there stood a famous 
hotel, built in 1836, from whose portals there went forth 
for inauguration as President of the United States, Mar- 
tin Van Buren, James K. Polk, Zachary Taylor, Millard 
Fillmore, James Buchanan, Abraham Lincoln, Ulysses 
S. Grant, Rutherford B. Hayes, and James A. Garfield. 
But that landmark is gone. 

Two blocks north, there stood a Methodist church 
which was the spiritual home of many eminent men, and 
of several Presidents, including William McKinley. But 
it is gone. Beneath its roof John Quincy Adams, Jack- 
son, Polk and Lincoln also heard the word of God. On 
its site is a large office building. The church is gone 
and almost forgotten. 

On the corner of Third street and Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, northwest, once stood the Washington Hotel, the 
home of Vice-Presidents Hannibal Hamlin and Henry 
Wilson: also the residence of Speakers Polk, Grow, and 
of numerous other eminent gentlemen. The old struc- 
ture, with its bricks full of memories, will soon make 
room for an apartment-house. 

On the corner of Twelfth street and Pennsylvania 
avenue, opposite the Postoffice Department, there stands 
today a modern hotel, and it occupies the site of what 
was once the Pension Office, when Gen. William W. Dud- 
ley was commissioner. Formerly, however, there stood 
on that site the Kirkwood House, one of the best hotels 
ever known in Washington. Its corridors were 
thronged by the most eminent statesmen, and by ladies 
of social glory in their day and generation. That old 
hostelry would have been preserved by any one of the 
countries of the old world; because it was the residence 
of Vice-President Andrew Johnson; and in a room fac- 
ing the southwest corner Mr. Johnson took the oath 
of President of the United States within fifteen minutes 
after President Lincoln had breathed his last. This, In 
the presence of Senator Foote of Vermont and Senator 
Stewart, of Nevada. 

The beautiful municipal building, a thing of architec- 
tural grace and elegance, and one of which all of the 
people of the national capita) are properly proud, occu- 


_the horse on which he escaped from Ford’s Theater and : 
from Washington City, immediately after the com mis- 
sion of his infamous crime. 


Who now remembers Willard’s Hall? It was a colo- 
nial stone structure on F street, between Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth, and was used as the secret meeting- 


place and mustering hall of the “Original Defenders of 
the Capital,” in March and April, 1865. In that old 
hall, Cassius M. Clay appeared before a small gathering 
of Union men, clad in his Mexican War uniform, drew 
his gleaming sword and made a stirring speech calling 
on his hearers to organize for the defense of Washing- 
ton, which was then in imminent danger of capture, and 
which would have been captured, but for the organiza- 
tion then effected and rapidly perfected. 


Beautiful landscape gardening makes Franklin Square 
one of the most attractive of the numerous breathing 
spaces of Washington, but its green sward covers a

pure sparkling water, which was used for the tens of 


contiguous blocks of ground during the Civil War; a 
spring which for more than half a century supplied the 
White House with cooking and drinking water, through 
wooden piping beneath the ground. 


Who today knows how that beautiful orphan asy- 
lum happened to be erected at the corner of Fourteenth 
and 5 streets? With its large rooms and spacious sur- 
roundings, it is a magnificent substitute for a home, for 
the hundreds of fatherless and motherless little ones 
who can never know the real meaning of the words 
“Home” or “Mother.” But it was originally erected 
“away out in the country,” for the use of the Depart- 
ment of State; and beneath its roof Secretary Seward 
conducted the negotiations which added the Klondike 
and all Alaska to the dominions of our imperious if 
not imperia] republic. 

LeDroit Park is no longer a park. It is compactly 
built now; but with the memory of men of middle age 
it was one of our most beautiful suburbs. One portion 
of it should have been preserved; and that was the 
site of Harewood hospital, where upwards of 20,000 sick 
and wounded soldiers received treatment during our 
titanic war. 

West of the municipal building, on E street, between 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth, stands a cheap-looking brick 
house: almost a tumble-down affair today. Maybe it is 
well eno'igh to let it fall into decay and be forever for- 
gotten. There was the home of Sam Ward, long known 
as the “King of the Lobby.” There politicians of note, 
many of them regarded as statesmen, gathered nightly 
to enjoy the terrapin and wine which Sam Ward knew 
how to prepare and dispense, with lavish hand and with 
princely demeanor. One of his guests was an Attorney- 
General, who was afterward Secretary of. State and 
United States Senator. Another was the most eloquent 
member of the House of Representatives, an accred- 
ited leader of the majority party, and afterward Presi- 
dent of the United States. In those days, he wore Sam 
Ward's dress suits, and also wore his diamonds. 

If this house should not be preserved because it was 
the luring-place of Ward, who delighted in calling him- 
self “Vestibuli Rex,” it might be worthy of preserva- 
tion because it was some time the home of the talented 
and patriotic woman who wrote “The Battle Hymn of 
the Republic.” 

Did you ever hear of “Duff Green’s Row?” Or, did 
you ever hear of the “Old Capitol Prison?” They are 
one and the same. After the Capitol was destroyed by 
the vandals of Great Britain the Congress, for a brief 
period, occupied “Duff Green’s Row.” Forty years 
afterward, during the Civil War, this row of buildings 
located on the corner of Second street and A, north- 
east, was used as a prison for Confederates and Con- 
federate sympathizers, and was known as the “Old Cap- 
itol Prison.” The row is still there, but no effort has 
been made, nor does there seem any likelihood that 
any effort will be made, to preserve this historic land- 
mark. 

Nobody who knows or loves Washington regrets that 
the old unsightly B. & O. depot has crumbled and been 

carted away. Something ought to have happened to it 
fifty years ago. Nevertheless, because of its ancient 

status, it had become one of our landmarks. Its preser- 

vation in photographs will be sufficient memorabilia 

of the lobby. 

If you should take a steamer trip down the Potomac, 

almost as soon as you leave the wharf you will come in 

sight of and speedily pass the Arsenal grounds, where 

a battalion or a regiment of artillery is always sta- 

tioned. The flag floats from a staff which is located 

very near the site of the gallows on which were hanged 

Mrs. Surratt and the three others who were convicted | 
as conspirators abetting the assassination of President 
Lincoln. The grounds are covered with modern brick 
barracks for the soldiers. But it was not so in those | 
days. The penitentiary of the District of Columbia 
occupied that large and beautiful plot of ground. In that 
penitentiary, which has long since been destroyed and 
completely effaced, those conspirators were confined. 
Within the penitentiary yard, surrounded by about two 
miles of quadrangular brick walls, the gallows were 
erected and used. Somewhere within that yard the body 
of John Wilkes Booth was interred, and there it re- 
mained for many years, until it was finally removed to 
a cemetery in Paltimore. 

These are a few of the landmarks, all of the prin-

Milton, creator of “Paradise Lost,” will be made the oc- 
casion for an unusual demonstration. 


There will be two principal points for the celebration,

In July the fellows and master of Christ Chruch will 
entertain a great gathering of men of letters from all 
over the world. There will be a performance of the 
masque “Comus,” product of Milton's genius, in the Fel- 
lows’ Garden, which contains the famous Milton mul- 
berry tree, a place of pilgrimage to thousands of Ameri- 
cans and votaries at the shrine of the poet from other 
nations. 

Here, in the very spot where Milton conceived many 
of his masterpieces, men of three centuries later will 
gather to pay their deference. 

Shakespeare was stil] living and writing when Milton 
first saw the light of day in London in. 1608. But the 
boy Milton came of better stock than the mightiest of 
English playwrights, and apparently had the advantage 
of far better schooling than was granted to, the stroll-

ing player who astounded the world with “Hamlet,,” 
“Macbeth,” “Othello,” “Merchant of Venice,” etc. 


Milton’s family belonged to the radical thought of 
England. They were Puritans. Had he come to the 
world twenty years later than he did it has often been 
said that Milton might have emigrated to the new world 
with the settlers of Massachusetts in order to share with 
the Puritans the religious freedom they demanded. But 
when Milton was born the new world was still almost a 
trackless wild. It was not until twelve years later that 
the first shipload of Puritans landed on Plymouth Rock, 
and the life of strife with the Indians would not have 
been one to content the born echolar Milton was.

Theme of the poets, plaything of the children, the 
buttercup in the fields has ever been welcomed as one 
of the special joys of springtime. 
The love of the little yellow bloom is innate in the 
heart of every child. The youngsters pick them, weave 
them into garlands, hold them under tiny necks to 
admire the golden reflection they cast, make them into 
bouquets and take them into homes to become the most 
admired of decorations. 
If it be true that the buttercup is the agent for dis- 
seminating cancer, then a fell disease never found a 
more innocent or alluring way to do its deadly work. 
Dr. Chalfant is a graduate of the Jefferson Medical 
College and the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy. 
Since the time when he made it his profession to aid 
in the curing of ills to which the flesh is heir, he has 
paid special attention to causes, believing that the old 
saying about an “ounce of prevention being better than 
a pound of cure” applies especially to matters of health. 
He first became suspicious of the buttercup from a 
series of investigations that led him to suspect that it 
was the poison that brought measles. His paper read on 
this subject at a conference of physicians raised consid- 
erable attention, and so strong was the case he made 
that a number of doctors have been applying the term 
“buttercup fever’ to the familiar and old-fashioned ail- 
ment known as the “measles.” 
Then Dr. Chalfant went deeply into the subject. He 
sought into the medical lore of three centuries, and 
found conditions that indicated a greater outbreak of 
cancer and similar diseases in that period of the year 
when the buttercups were in_their full glory. 
From the data thus gained, fortified as it is with his 
own experiments and observations, Dr. Chalfant has felt 
_ warranted in pronouncing the buttercup as a continu- 
ous menace to public health, and he intends to solicft the 
United States government to make a campaign against 
it. 
There is nothing vague about the attack of Dr. Chal- 
fant on the buttercup. He has discovered and proved 
the existence in the buttercup of the poisons that do the 
business. 
These active poisons, he says, are ramucuyln, anemo-

The partiality of the cattle for browsing in the fields 
is a still more serious form of spreading the disease. 
The poison may be transferred in meat, especially that 
of mutton, and in milk and butter. Often the vege- 
tables become infected by contact in the fields with the 
little yellow flower, and the result is the spreading of 
ills whose origin is a mystery. 


The familiar, and to some persons, disagreeable smell 
of mutton, Dr. Chalfant says, is distinctly cancerous. 
This same odor can be readily detected in any kind of 
meat that has been infected with cancer. 

Having convinced himself that he was right in his 
diagnosis of the malignant possibilities of the butter- 
cup, Dr. Chalfant sét out to demonstrate to others the 
correctness of his position.

WHERE MAY WE SPEND OvuR TIME 
IN ABSOLUTE SAFETY? 


From London Ideas. 


T HAS often been said that the safest place on earth 
is not on earth at all, but in the cabin of an Atlantic 
liner. Unfortunately, we can’t all make it convenient 


to spend our time in the cabins of Atlantic liners. What 
is the use of telling a thing like that to a father of six 
with a pound a week, or to a nervous dressmaker who 
is subject to sea-sickness, or to a tottering old apple 
woman with a stiff leg and a dread of motors? 


A local councillor recently declared with enthusiasm 


(an electric tramcar. Soon afterwards there were two 
electric tramcar accidents in Birmingham which killed 

| several people. This somewhat weakens one’s confi- 

dence in the tramcar as a refuge from danger. 
| A later authority claims that the greatest security for 

life and limb is found in church. But this is denied 
by scientists, who find that churches are thronged with 

'the deadliest microbes and are more frequently struck 

| by lightning than any other sort of building. And now 

somebody recommends the British Museum as a sanc- 
tuary where you are least likely to come to a violent 
end. 

There is something very pathetic in this eager anx- 
fety of a terrified human race to ascertain the safest 
place on earth. It indicates the haunting sense of in- 
security that people carry about with them; the grow- 
ing consciousness that they are not merely here today 
and gone tomorrow, but here one minute and gone the 
next. 

The chief factor of our twentieth century existence 
which is recognized by everybody is that we are all in 
a hurry. I have interrogated many people with the 
object of finding out why we are all in a hurry, but 
nobody seems to know. If you catch a man and put 
the question to him blank, he looks quite bewildered, 
and is totally unable to explain. 1 am rather sorry for 
this. They say everything has a reason, and it is nice 
to know the reason for things. But the hurry of mod- 
ern civilization seems to be the only thing for which no 
reason exists. 

Let us, therefore, meekly accept the fact that for some 
unexplained cause it is necessary that we should work . 
fast, walk fast, talk fast, eat fast, live fast, and die fast. 
A stentorian voice yells out in our ears: “Get On or Get 
Out!” It is the voice of Progress. And if you stop to 
expostulate with progress down comes the electric car, 
and you are removed. 

The need for hurry, while it makes existence some- 
what uncertain, has put us on our mettle and led to the 
adoption of many ingenious devices. At Hanley, the 
other day, an errand boy, being anxious to Get On, 
affixed himself to the back of a cart. When, arriving 

at his destination, he jumped off, a motor ran over 
him. He was in a hurry. So was the motor. 

The striking lesson of this occurrence is that the pas- 
sion for speed has now become so universa] that even 
errand boys have caught it. They no longer, as of old 
time, take frequent rests during their journeys to have 
a fight or a leisurely game of marbles. They realize 
the importance of Getting There Quick. And if that 
_ boy had lived he might have grown up to be a cham- 
| pion hustler and made a fortune on the stock exchange. 
Unfortunately, however, he died. 

In 1890, an ingenious Frenchman calculated that there 
were 17,000 different ways of getting off the earth. I 
estimate that the advance of civilization and progress has 
now increased the figure to 52,500. Statistics prove 
that 1700 people die every year through swallowing 
things such as pins, needles, studs, buttons, pieces of 
bone, unmasticated meat, and false teeth. This is due 
to hurry. 

In London alone there are 4000 street accidents per 
month. These accidents arise almost entirély from 
the anxiety of the populace to Get There Quick. There 
is no other reason why cabs, motors, bicycles, carts, 
tramcars, and parcel vans should go dashing along, 
hurling pedestrians to right and left, cutting off arms 
and legs, and filling the hospitals with casualty cases. 

I heard the other day of two men hurrying to keep 
an appointment in the city. One was delayed by a 
falling wire, which broke his collar-bone, and the other 
by a postoffice cart, which fractured his rib. Happily, 
they are both recovering, and will be able to keep the 
interrupted appointment in about six weeks’ time. 

In order to keep up with the demand, triumphant 
Science is always devising fresh apparatus to save 
time and accelerate speed. 

Take electricity, for example. You frequently read in 
the papers that somebody has died suddenly through 
touching a live wire. Doctors all agree that this is the 
quickest death ever invented. -And as electricity now 
plays so large a part in modern life it is satisfactory 
to know that if any of us should happen to come in con- 
tact with a Bve wire there is no delay. We are hurried 
off at top speed. It is quicker and more reliable than 
chlorofoérm—a fact which apparently was not known to 
the chief actor of this tragedy: 

“After chloroforming two cats a West Hampstead 
artist killed himself by the same means.” 

We are not told why the deceased artist did it. Prob- 
ably it was because this age is in too great a hurry 
to patronize art. Or it may be that he was so worried 
by the danger of being alive and the endless possibilities 
of being knocked down, blown up. or otherwise cut off 
by violence that he chose a safe and easy way out of it: 

Haggard inguirers who go rushing about trying to 
ascertain the safest place on earth are cautioned against 
the fallacy of staying at home. 

Statistics prove that home is a dangerous place. 
Progress and the desire to equip ourselves with con- 

veniences have undermined home with deadly wires and 


And, agreeable to the demand for hurry, houses are 
now run up by the jerry builder at such a speed that 
they are capable of coming down with equal celerity. 
Walls or ceilings may collapse at a moment's notice, 
chimney pots may crash through the roof, or the floor- 
ing subside and launch you hurriedly into the cellar. 
Consequently it is proved by figures that you are a lot 
safer in an express train than at home. 

This assurance, however, has been somewhat shaken 
by the official report on the Shrewsbury accident, which 
is supposed to have been caused by the driver and fire- 
man being asleep. The accident occurred at two o'clock 
in the morning. 

And the question may occur to an inquiring mind, 
why should some 200 people have found it necessary 
to be hurrying to Shrewsbury at two o'clock in the 
morning? At the same moment there was probably an- 
other train with 200 people hurrying away from Shrews- 
bury; and similar trains with thousands of other people 
dashing all over the railway systems of the country. 

It seems curious that respectable citizens should want 
to go riding about like this at such unholy hours of 
the night, when they ought to be in bed. No time to 
go to bed. What a saddening thought! 

A week or two ago the sensational news was cabled 
that the Mauretania had beaten by one minute the 
Lusitania’s best record for the long Atlantic course. 

The exciting event has been received with a chorus 
of rejoicing, but, privately, I am not without misgiv- 
ings that this saving of minutes adds to the dangers 
of being alive. One of these days the boasted safety 
that is to be found in the cabin of an Atlantic liner 
will be spoilt by a loud bang, and the spectacle of an 
Atlantic liner rapidly ascending skyward with all 
hands.

DO EXHIBITIONS PA Y? 


SOME FACTS AND FIGURES IN REGARD TO INTER. | 
'|NATIONAL SHOWS. 


[London Answers:] The Franco-British is by far the 
biggest exhibition which we have seen in London for 
many years past. 

Buildings alone have cost £450,000. The colonies 
have spent over £300,000 on exhibits, an immense 
amount of money has been laid out in digging the great 
lagoon, in making four miles of railway, fifteen miles of 
roads and walks, laying thirty miles of drains, and in- 
stalling over half a million electric lights. 

It is safe to say that fully two millions were spent in 
transforming these 140 acres of wilderness into a pleas- 
ure paradise before the gates were opened. 

A vast sum! The old Earl’s Court exhibitions hardly 
cost a tenth as much; while the first of all great inter- 
-national exhibitions, that in Hyde Park in 1851, only 
cost £320,000. 

That first exhibition, the one for which the Crystal] 
Palace was built, was organized by the late Prince Con- 
sort, father of our present King, and it paid the hand. 
some profit of 25 per cent. 

London, having the largest population of any great 
city, is naturally the best center for a great exhibition: 
and perhaps we may boast that British exhibitions are 
more economically and sensibly organized than those im 
other countries. At any rate, the only noteworthy Lon- 
don exhibition of which the balance sheet showed a 
deficit was that of 1862. The loss then was, however, 
only about £10,000. 

Other cities have not been so fortunate or so skillful. 
The first great international Paris Exhibition, that of 
1867, showed a profit of £109,000, but that of 1878 was 
a terrible flasco from a financial point of view. The 
management hafi to bewail a loss of about a million and 
a quarter. 

The third, in 1889, was also unsuccessful, and had it 
not been for a State subsidy of £680,000 and the sum of 
£820,000 voted by the city of Paris, the loss would have 
been nearly three-quarters of a million. 

Seeing that no fewer than forty-eight millions of peo- 
ple visited the last great Paris Exhibition, that of 1900, 
it might be imagined that it paid enormously. Yet the 
end was a loss of over £40,000. The expenses were 
simply overwhelming. 

Chicago did well to make a profit of £281,000 on her 
tremendous international show of 1893: but the Phila- 
delphia Exhibition of 1870 resulted in heavy loss. 

So, too, did the biggest of all exhibitions, the St. Louis 
World's Fair of 1904. This covered an area a mile 
square, and there were no fewer than thirty-six separate 
blocks of buildings. Practically every nation on earth 
was represented, and a conservative estimate places 
the cost of these buildings and their contents at well 
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over ten nrillions. 

The heaviest direct loss of any great exhibition up tg 
date occurred at Vienna in 1873. That was a year of 
financial panic, and people had no money to spend on 
amusing themselves. Consequently, the promoters of 
the big show at the Austrian capital found themselves 
no less than two millions out of pocket. 

Truly tricky is exhibition finance. Yet even when a 
direct loss is incurred, it must not be forgotten that 
much money accrues indirectly. Railways benefit 
hugely. It was estimated that the increased receipts of 
Parisian railways in the year 1900 were over £3.000- 
000. Shipping companies make money. Hotels profit 
enormously, restaurants likewise; while all the shops in 
a city which is holding a great international show are 
bound to get much extra custom. If even a million peo- 
ple from outside London visit the Franco-British Exhi- 
bition—and this is a perfectly ridiculously smal! esti- 
mate—it is safe to say that London as a whole wil! be 
at least three millions the richer.

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THE CRITICAL PERIOD. 
CARE OF GARDENS IN THE EARLY PART 
OF SUMMER. 

By Ernest Braunton. 

ARDEN owners of limited experience are too apt 
(Gj to neglect their gardens during the early part of 

summer. Having planted, cultivated, and watched 
the unfolding of leaf and blossom of spring growth, they 
rest from their labors in the belief that the season's 
garden operations are practically over. Weeds grow 
under the stimulus of water and sunshine just as luxu- 
riantly now as in the “gentle springtime,” and the ripen- 
ing seeds of late summer are just as potent and produc- 
tive as those of early harvest days. The summer's sun 
is just now strongest and shines longer upon the gar- 
den than at any other time of the year; the evaporation 
of and drain upon the soil moisture is therefore corre- 
spondingly greater. 

Frequent and copious irrigations followed by thorough 
cultivations must be rigidly practiced, and the morning 
spraying, just before the heat of the sun strikes the 
plants, should not be forgotten. Do not water and 
spray in the evening, as it leaves both soil and air cold 
and damp throughout the night, and the following day 
with its dry heat brings too great a contrast "twixt night 
and day; this is one of the chief causes of mildew and 
other fungous diseases. In your garden operations aim 
to equalize conditions of night and day so far as pos- 


stored if you wish any for the following season. The 

columbines, for example, are just now seeding. The 

chances are that wind and insects have together con- | 
spired to effect cross-fertilization, so that the resultant 
seeds may next year bring new shades, forms and col- 
ors; thus does this class of plants interest us anew 
each succeeding summer. Insect pests are hatching ev- 
ery day, and must be combated in every way possible. 
While some propagate, on leaf and twig, the more vora- 
cious sorts are hatched or developed in some stage in 
the soil so that frequent and thorough stirring of the soil 
surface will destroy many of them and also expose them | 
to the predatory birds and garden toads. By the way, 
few garden owners realize what a friend we have in the | 
toad in the fight for eradication of injurious garden in- | 
sects. Whenever the writer finds one near home, it is 
always picked up and placed in his garden. 


Dead and dying flower stems, leaves, etc., should be 
gathered and burned or composted. If allowed to cum- 
ber the ground, they all too soon begin to harbor in- 
sects, and in the process of decay produce fungous dis- 
eases. If burned, the ashes may be returned to the soll 
with good profit, as they contain a considerable quan- 
tity of potash and still more of lime, both good sub- 
stances to apply to lawn or garden soil. [f one has a 
place for a compost heap, the leaves and herbaceous ma- 
terial may be taken care of, and the hard wood burned; 
the ashes to be scattered on the compost. All wood 
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sible. Spray and water in the morning and the plants 
will have cool, moist soil and atmosphere to help with- 
stand the desiccating influence of our summer's sun and 
heat. Before nightfall air and plants have taken up 
the moisture and both atmosphere and soil are dry and 
warm for the night. Aim to equalize the temperature 
throughout each twenty-four hours by making the night 
air warmer and the day air cooler. 


If a study is made of atmospheric and soil conditions 
we need not have so much of mildew or weakened plants. 
Only the sharp contrast in temperature between day and 
night prevents us from having perfect roses. Too many 
think that mildew and similar troubles are due to the 
winter's rains, but they are just as prevalent and de- 
structive in the garden at present as during the ratny 
season. Then, too, England, a country of fog and driz- 
zle, grows the finest roses in the world, and the “web- 
foot” Oregonians produce the finest on the Pacific Coast 


tage rather than a detriment. 


Many rose bushes have had one crop of flowers, and 
the long barren flower stems are sucking up the plant's 
vitality at the expense of new flowering shoots that are 
starting vigorously from various parts. Cut off these 
bygone stems, as they interfere with food, light and air 
necessary for the small crop of good blossoms you 
should yet garner. Soon resting-time will come for 
roses, and you should hasten the maturity of the re- 
maining flower crop as much as possible. If you are 
troubled with mildew, use sulphur sprinkled by hand 
over vines and surface of ground beneath. Do this on 
a hot day, for it is the fumes only, created by the sun's 
heat, that destroy the mildew. Sulphur used in cool, 
cloudy weather avails nothing, and the fumes rise best 
from the heated surface of the soil, Therefore, spray 
the vines or bushes first with water, very lightly, so 
that sulphur will lodge and stick on the sunny side of 
the wood, but aim to keep the soil surface from getting 
so wet that sulphur will not “fume.” Some “old coun- 
try” gardeners put heated bricks beneath rose bushes 
and sprinkle sulphur on them; this is an excellent prac- 
tice if one cares to take the trouble and does not get 
the bricks too hot, for sulphur fumes in great volume 
are injurious to all classes of vegetation. 

Seeds on many annuals and perennials will now be 
ripening and should be carefully gathered, dried, and

So get your stuff in prime 
condition first. There lies before us the circular of an 
eastern poultry dealer which expresses quite forcibly 
just what we are driving at. It reads as follows: 

“Now by first-class stock we mean well fatted, so that

T is very reassuring to get even occasional reports 
| concerning the effectiveness of beneficial insects in- 

troduced or disseminated by the horticultural offi-

From this the readers of The Times may get a pretty 
clear idea of the campaign which is to last about ten 
months, for Hong Kong will be made the headquarters 
from which all infected plants will be dispatched to 
California. Compere will from this point make an 
entomological exploration of China, Japan, Korea and 
India in every district that promises results. His ship- 
ments of parasites will be by every boat and in large 
quantities, to be tried out through the insectary at Sac- 
ramento where preparations are being made on a large 
scale for handling these sendings. He will collect all 
beneficial Insects on a given pest instead of giving pref- 
erence to one species supposed to be the real thing, and 
which has proved of no value whatever so often in the 
past. 

Mr. Compere has been directed to make an innovation 
upon his former work. He will collect a lot of pear 
stock from the interior of China which some people 
believe to be immune to pear blight. This will be for- 
warded to the State commission and distributed to the 
university and the Department of Agriculture, where 
the test can be made to determine if such immunity to 
blight exists, and if the quality may be transmitted from 
stock to scion. Compere will also try out a new process 
of retarding the development of his parasites from the 
time he takes them from their native places to the sub- 
station at Hong Kong. He has originated a portable 
refrigerator to be carried like a handbag, and expects it 
to be of some assistance. He will have insects on ice in 
India, where the thermometer ranges out over the end 
of the tube on frequent occasions.

is finished. The structure stands on the Capitol 
zrounds, Sacramento, at the junction of Thirteenth and 
L, streets, and occupies a ground space about 60 feet 
square. Two large American elms throw their boughs 
over the south side of the insectary, giving a dense 
shade in the summer time and allowing the sunshine 
to prevail in winter. At a cost of about $6500 Califor- 
nia now may boast of the only building of this char- 
acter in the world, though there are two or three tem- 
porary buildings now in use for similar purposes. 


Our insectary is one of the most beautiful of the 
smaller State structures. [t is built almost altogether 
with glass, containing about 300 individual windows. 
Between the windows are numerous posts of rough 
pine and a dozen panels of graveled cement and wood. 
In front is the entrance to the museum, a room finished 
in natural colors in dressed pine panels, posts and pilas- 
ters. This department will be devoted exclusively to 
mounted and classified insect specimens, both beneficial 
and predatory. In the southwest corner of the building | 
is located the business office. The south side is devoted 
to the laboratory, the workshop, the cold-storage- 
room and the fumigating-room. The cages for insect- 
breeding occupy all the ground floor aside from that in- 
dicated. There are eight rooms, or cages, the smallest 
of which is about 10 feet square. Each insect-room is 
ventilated from the outside and the ceiling, the latter 
being connected through openings with a continuous 
pipe in the upper story.

The Fruit Fly. 
HE under secretary of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Mr. A. Despeissis, has written the following 
letter to Prof. Lounsburg, government entomologist at 
Cape Town, and Mr. Claude Fuller, who fills a similar 
position for the Colony of Natal, on the introduction of 
parasites for the destruction of the fruit fly: 

“I have pleasure in advising that our entomologist’s 

efforts to introduce insects parasitic on the particular 
kind of fruit fly (Ceratitis Capitata,) which has for 
some years past done a great deal of damage to our fruit 
crops in the vicinity of the Swan, has been highly suc- 
cessful. Mr. Compere came back from India in Novem- 
ber last with two kinds of internal parasites which 
have since been extensively bred in our laboratory and 
have been distributed in thousands. We are not yet in 
a position to report from advice received from orchard- 
ists as to the amount of benefit they have derived from 
the introduction of the parasites into their orchards. 
Our laboratory results are, however, to a high degree 
satisfactory, more especially in the case of the smaller 
parasite of the two, although, at the time of writing, 
the larger one is coming out freely from the parasitized 
pupae cases. 
- “Mr. Charles Harper, the chairman of the West Aus- 
tralian Coéperative Producers’ Union, and once chair- 
man of the Bureau of Agriculture of this State, is leav- 
ing Albany by the steamship Suevic on the 3rd_of April. 
At his request I will have consignments of parasitized 
pupae ready for him to take to both Durban and Cape 
Town, and shall be glad if you will meet Mr. Harper and 
take delivery of the parcel which, I have no doubt, will 
under his care receive every attention in transit. 

“I shall be glad if you will report on the work done 
by these useful parasites when you are in a measure to 
definitely express an opinion on the subject.” 

Two consignments of the parasites will be entrusted 
to Mr. Harper on the departure of the Suevic, one of 
which will be destined for the Natal Agricultura! De- 
partment and the other parcel for Cape Town. It will 
be of much interest to learn later in what condition they 
reached their respective destinations and whether the 
introduction of these particular parasites proved suc- 
cessful.—[ Journal.

A Catechism and a Criticiem. 


EVERAL months ago the editor of the Care of the 


Body commented at some length on the proposi- 

tion to establish a National Bureau of Health. He 
pointed out what are in his opinion the drawbacks and 
dangers of such a movement. We have already too 
much legislation of all kinds, including medical legis- 
lation. 

There has recently been received from the Commit- 
tee of One Hundred of the American Health League, 
with headquarters at New Haven, Conn., a “Public 
Health Catechism,” some of the contents of which tend 
to confirm the opinion-on the subject heretofore ex- 
pressed. 

We have already a number of local boards of health 
scattered over the country. What have they accom- 
plished in the way of improving the public health, or 
of teaching people to live well? Toa great extent their 
operations have been farcical and tyrannical. What- 
ever of real value has been done along the lines of hygi- 
ene has been done by other agencies largely by private 
citizens, such for instance, as the establishment of public 
baths and public “playgrounds. 

In San Francisco we have recentiy witnessed the per- 
nicious activity of Federal medical authorities in ex- 
pending a vast amount of energy and money in a fool- 
ish campaign against rats and fleas. The incidental 
cleaning up of the city (which is a good thing,) might 
have been accomplished at about 10 per cent. of the ex- 
pense and without provoking any needless scare, It 
has since transpired that one of the San Francisco bac- 
teriologists upon whose dictum most of this work has 
been carried on, was crazy. He recently committed sui- 
cide while in a state of acute dementia following a pro- 
longed debauch. 

The “Catechism” referred to speaks of “tangible re- 
sults” heretofore achieved by efforts to improve public 
and private health \mone these results are specified 
the extinction or reduction of such diseases as leprosy, 
ecurvy, yellow fever, diphtheria, typhoid fever and tu- 
berculosis. This statement that leprosy and yellow fe- 
ver and diphtheria and typhoid fever and tuberculosis 
have been extinguished, or seriously reduced is untrue. 
The plague has diminished through the genera] adop- 
tion of more cleanly habits. Scurvy has been done away 
with by the simple practice of furnishing sailors with 
fresh fruit juice. 

All this talk that we so frequently hear about “eradi- 
cating” consumption and other diseases is foolishness. 
You may “eradicate” consumption, or any other dis- 
ease, in an individual, by placing him under proper con- 
ditions of diet, surroundings, etc., but others who come 
after him and live wrong will, in turn, become sick, 
with consumption or some other disease, just as sure as 
the grass grows after a rain. 

Just so long as people live wrong—and more espe- 
cially eat wrong—will sickness continue to prevail 
among the sons of man. 

Cholera at one time periodically swept over Europe 
with the virulence of a real plague. There has been no 
inoculation against cholera. Why has it so greatly di- 
minished in virulence? Increased cleanliness. 

At the same time, while these filth diseases have dis- 
appeared, on the other -hand, many diseases, such as 
diphtheria, and cancer and consumption, have greatly 
increased. There are many, including some eminent 
physicians, who maintain that the increase of these dis- 
eases is due to the injection of filthy animal virus into 
the blood. If there is poison in the blood, it must find 
an outlet. If you suppress it in one direction it will 
break out in another. Or if you succeed in suppressing 
it altogether, the patient will die, just as a boiler ex- 
plodes when you fasten down the safety valve and the 
steam pressure becomes too great. 


to the danger of giving further power to these people. 
New York medical scientists have succeeded in extract- 
ing a third of a teaspoonful of venom from a lance- 
headed viper. This is said to be the first operation of 
the kind in eighty years and the second in the history 
of the “science” of medicine. It is proclaimed as an 
antidote for “all malignant diseases, such as typhoid, 
scarlet fever and diphtheria.” As, however, the quantity 


use of the serum in such diseases for fifty years,” the 
danger from its application may not be so great. 

One of the most remarkable phases of medical super- 
stition is the belief that you can remove one poison from 
the blood by introducing another. 

And still the medical fraternity is chasing the will o’ 
the wisp of a mysterious remedy for tuberculosis. At 
the American Medical Association Congress in Chicago 
a “confident young Englishman” told the association 
that he hoped to establish a method for insuring immu- 
nity from the disease. As if anybody who lives wrong 
can possibly be immune from this or any other disease. 
His suggestion is, of course, another poison—the poison 
of malignant anthrax, a deadly disease frequent among 
brutes and occasionally found in man. 

Again, a recent dispatch from Chicago announces that 
a physician claims to have discovered a vegetable anti- 
toxin for diphtheria. It is a little blue flower called 
lobelia, which is classified in medical works as poison- 
ous. This would doubtless be an improvement over a 
filthy. animal poison. But why use poison at all? 

Obviously, only a small fraction of the deaths from the 
injection into the blood of filthy animal matter are ever 
made public. The cause of death is usually hidden un- 
der the convenient but meaningless phrase “heart fail- 
ure.” | 
“There are few diseases which are not contagious, and 
many of those which have been classed as non-conta- 
gious in the past are readily communicated from one 
person to another.” 

This statement was made by a physician at the meet- 
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sician who does not take steps to have patients suffer- 
ing from such diseases isolated, is guilty of gross negli- 


gence.

If these diseases were really infectious, as the | 
doctors say, then everybody in the neighborhood would 
rapidly become infected, because there is scarcely ever | 
a case where a patient becomes sick with a so-called in- | 
fectious disease that he has not come in contact with a 
number of people before it was discovered. | 
The “Catechism” also cites further evidence, by indi- 
Vidual experiences, referring to Cornaro, the famous 
Venetian nobleman of the fifteenth century, who, being | 
about to die at the age of 37, adopted the temperate life, 
and lived to be over 100. What on earth has that to do 
with the establishment of a National Bureau of Health? 
The “Catechism” further indicates that the Committee 
of One Hundred will take action against injurious pat- 
ent medicines. That would be all right, so far as it 
goes, but these injurious patent medicines do not work 


Again, note this important fact: During epidemics 
the mortality is frequently lower than in preceding 
years, when no epidemic was present, showing that the 
disease actually saved many lives. This has been rec- 
ognized by one medical writer (Wallace) in his “Chol- 
era.” How absolutely foolish and unreasonable it 
therefore is for the medical fraternity to go to work and 
try to suppress the symptoms of this disease, which is 
merely the effort of nature to remove morbid matter 
from the system. As stated, if you succeed in suppress- 
ing one disease, the poison will certainly break out in 
some other, and probably more malignant form. 

The plague frequently swept over Europe in the Mid- 
dle Ages and carried off a large proportion of the popu- 
lation. It is now unknown outside of filth disease cen- 
ters in the Orient, except for a few sporadic cases here 
and there. 

What has caused the plague to disappear? Increased 
cleanliness. 

The “sweating sickness” at one time carried off its 
thousands, year after year. It has gone. Where has it 
disappeared? Greater cleanliness. 

Leprosy was quite common in Europe during the Mid- 
die Ages. It is now almost unknown there. Why has |

What is needed—and badly needed—is not an exten- 
sion of the powers of the medical trust, but a thorough 
education of the people on the subject of right living, 
especially right eating. This is something that a large 
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proportion of the medical fraternity are not qualified to 
impart, because they have given the subject little study, 
having confined their activities to peering through mi- 
croscopes in laboratories. and cutting up animals and hu- 
man beings in dissection rooms. The want is now be- 
ing filled, to a great extent, by a number of excellent 
hygienic publications all over the country.

Yet strange to say, in about six weeks 
after her death, he took to his bed with what the doctors 
called rheumatism, although they admitted it was differ- 
ent from anything any of them—(and there were many 
consulted)—had ever seen. In spite of their efforts he 
grew worse. 
“Being an intimate friend, I was with him a great part 
of the time. H@ seldom mentioned his wife. When he 
did, it was very calmly. I did not urge him to, as I 
knew how he felt. For two weeks before he died, he 
became delirious. Occasionally when all was quiet, he 
would look toward the door and fisten, then in an an- 
swering tone, would say: ‘What?’ I said: ‘There is 
no one there; no one spoke.” One day, when I told him 
this, he said: ‘That is strange. Some one calls nearly 
all the time.” He never talked of dying, and I never 
knew what he thought. After four months of great suf- 
fering, which he bore bravely and patiently, he passed 
away. 
“This is a true story. Now, reader, what do you say? 
Did she come for him?” 4 
Thousands of instances more or less resembling the 
above might be cited. There is nothing “supernatural” 
about these occurrences. They are simply examples of 
the power under favorable conditions of suggestion— 
of autosuggestion—of the subjective mind over the ob- 
jective mind and the body. 


A Test of Death. 


EFERRING to articles on premature burial that 
have appeared here, a correspondent says that a sim- 
ple test of death is to rub on the skin of the supposed 
corpse, where the skin is thin—preferably under the 
knee—a little croton oil. He says that if there is life 
there will appear within twenty minutes a red discolora- 
tion, and within a few hours a blister, whereas no such 
results will follow if the person is dead. 
This is certainly a simple test. As to its efficacy the 
editor of the Care of the Body can say nothing. 


Real Sources of Infection. 3 i 
HILE foolish people are seared half to death over 
the idea that they may “catch” diphtheria, or some- 


thing else, from another person, on the other hand they 
expose themselves with the greatest equanimity to dan- 
gers that are real. Such, for instance, as the eating of 
adulterated food, or food doped with preservatives, eat- 
ing partly-decomposed food, or food prepared in filthy 
kitchens, and using towels in public places, that may 
just previously have been used by a person suffering 
from skin disease. In such cases, by actual contact, 
you may readily “catch” a skin eruption—and catch it 
bad. Wise people use their handkerchiefs when they 
cannot get a clean towel, in public tollet-rooms. 


Again, a reader of the Care of the Body complains that 
at a health resort in Southern California, which he re- 
cently visited, syphilitic patients, who were broken out 

with sores, ate indiscriminately at the table, and used 
the same mud bathe as other patients. This is not a 
nice idea. 


Soil_and Disease. 


N the early days of California insect pests were un- 

known. Now they are, unfortunately, all too com- 
mon. It would be an interesting question to investigate 
to what extent the spread of such pests is due to im- 
poverishment of the soil. May it not be that just as 
human beings, when run down by lack of certain min- 
erals in the food, become diseased, so it is possible that 
trees and plants are similarly affected, when the soil is 
lacking in nourishment? } 

As recently sug@ested, this entire question of soil is 
of exceeding importance, not only to the farmer, but 
to the consumers of products which he raises. It has a 
direct bearing upon the health of the people, and should 
be taken up practically by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


The Cause of the Cause. 


HE JOURNAL OF OSTEOPATHY says the basic idea 

of osteopathy is that the human body is an orderly 
organism, which must be kept perfectly adjusted in or- 
der that perfect health may ensue. The writer adds: 

“In a word, esteopathy does not strike at effects, but 
‘at causes. It does not, as do the helpless old schools of 
medicine, deal with symptoms, but with the fundamental 
causes.” 

It is true that osteopathy is a long step in advance 
from drug medication. It helps greatly in aiding nature 
to restore normal conditions. The statement that it 
strikes at causes is, however, not true, unless the prac- 
titioner fully realizes and warns his patient against the 
errors that have caused the displacement which he 
treats—the cause of the cause. In many cases these will 
be found due to errors in diet, a subject to which a ma- 
jority of the osteopathic fraternity appear to pay little 
attention. So long as this is the case, osteopathy can 
only be a palliative measure.

“kweneen”—one of the two “specifics” to which the 
drug store is reduced by broad-minded physicians, the 
other being mercury. 

Besides deafness, heaviness and duliness above the 
eyes, ringing in the ears, headaches, nervousness, and 
ill-temper, quinine produces abortion in pregnant women. 
A Georgia M. D., W. B. Holmes, writing in the Medical 
World, declares that 99 per cent. of women infected 
with malaria will abort if quinine is administered. 

Perhaps it wouldn't be wise to spread this information 
too widely among American women. 

For quinine substitute pomelo, or lemons, in the man- 
ner frequently described here. 


Cooking Vegetables. 
EFERRING to the frequent statements of the editor 
of the Care of the Body that to eat vegetables from 
which the water has been discarded is about equivalent to 
eating shavings, a correspondent asks what should be 
done with the water. 
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The only rational way to cook vegetables, if you don't 
bake them, is to steam them. All vegetables should be 
cooked in one of these two ways. 


Remember, however, that, all cooking has a certain 
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damaging effect on the organic salts of food that lessens 
their value. Cooking food is spoiling food, except as to 
starches. Therefore, see that you get every day a good 
allowance of raw “greens” or fresh fruit.

“The Biues.” 


PINHE first edition of “The Blues,” by Dr. Albert 
Abrams of San Francisco, was reviewed here sev- 
eral years ago. A third edition of the book has just 


Dr. Abrams has given the name “splanchnic neuras- 
thenia” to the form of nerve exhaustion which he de- 
scribes. An awful name. It sounds like a man break- 
ing the ice to get into a cold bath on a winter’s morn- 
ing. There is only one class of people who invent more 
crack-jaw names than the doctors—the botanists. As 
witness the nightmare name they have given our State 
flower. 

Dr.. Abrams strongly favors scientific massage of the 
liver as a remedy for this ailment. He also quotes Dr. 
J. H. Kellogg as stating that the majority of neuras- 
thenics suffer from congestion of the portal system, and 
that the sinusoidal electric current to the abdomen is 
alone sufficient to produce great relief in a large class 
of these persons. 

In regard to the use of stimulants, Dr. Abrams makes 
the following sensible remarks: 

“Stimulants, like drugs used for the relief of nervous- 
ness, have been invented for both the patient and phy- 
sician. They relieve the former of obeying the laws of 
hygiene and the latter of inculcating them. They assist 
in the early death of foolish neurasthenics so that their 
fellow-sufferers may learn the correct path to health.” 


This edition of the book contains a chapter on auto- 
intoxication, to which cause the author correctly attrib- 
utes a large proportion of cases of neurasthenia. He 
further correctly draws attention to the fact that such 
intestinal putrefaction is mainly due to th over- 
consumption of albuminous foods. He also points out 
that recent experiments by Prof. Chittenden and others 
have shown that we consume far too much of these 
proteid foods. He quotes the late Dr. Abernethy, who 
said: “There is no beast of burden in the world so 
overloaded as the human stomach.” Coming down to 
the question of diet, however, he makes a grave mistake 
when he recommends milk, one of the most favorable 
mediums for the culture of bacteria, and unnatural food 
for the adult, especially when mixed with other foods, 
although a diet of milk alone with rest may help for a 
time. He also endorses the sour-milk fad, popularized 
of late by Metchnikoff. Why all this, when pature has 
| provided so natural, so wholesome, so effective an anti- 
| septic in the juice of sub-aci! fruits? A little lemon 
| Juice in a glass of water will kill typhoid fever germs 
in less than half an hour. Al! other fruit juices are 
valuable in proportion. } 

Massage of the liver—as of other parts of the body 
is undoubtedly an excellent thing, as are also vibration, 
and percussion, and osteopathic treatments. Much bene- 
fit may be derived from a thorough percussion on the 
lowest rib, above the liver. This can be performed by 
the patient himself. Another excellent meandg of stimu- 
lating the liver to action is found in hending and twist- 
ing exercises—the so-called “liver squeezer.” 


A frequent cause of partial congestion and consequent 
neurasthenia, is the habit of sitting and standing in @ 
stooping position, so that the internal organs are pressed 
down on the abdomen. A further very frequent cause 
of neurasthenia, insomnia, and many other ailments is 
the presence of large quantities of gas in the stomach 
and intestines which press in all directions, paralyzing 
the organs. 

It will, of course, be understood by all intelligent read- 
ers that these methods are merely palliative—that is to 
say, they aid in remedying the effects, but do not touch 
the cause, without the removal of which no permanent 
cure of this, or any other ailment, can possibly be 
effected. This cause is, in a great: majority of cases, 
wrong eating and wrong drinking, to which may be 
added, as contributory causes, wrong position of the 
body, lack of fresh air, lack of exercise, and excesses’ 
of all kinds, physical or mental. 


One remarkable passage in the book, that was criti- 
cized here in the review of the first edition, is where 
Dr. Abram refers to Beard, whose theory of diet Is 
that living beings feed on that which is just below them 
in the scale of development. As the editor of the Care 
of the Body said in the previous review, to carry out 
this remarkable theory to its logical conclusion, the 
professor at the head of a college class should eat the 
most advanced pupil. The latter could not, of course, 
devour the second in rank, because he would himself 
be eaten, but the second could eat the third, and so on, 
ad infinitum, until the Last Man should make his final 
mea] on one of the tree dwellers of Borneo. 

The book is adorned with a frontispiece showing the 
author in the act of palpitating a bey’s liver, and other 
illustrations.

two hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the death of his 
most joved wife, a day will also be devoted to her mem- 
ory in the exercises at Cambridge. 


Unceasing study began to affect the eyesight of the 
poet as early as 1640, but he scorned the i@ea that it 
could lead to anything serious. The expert oculists of 
today could no doubt have effected a cure as late as 
1650, but the science of that day had not advanced to its 
present skill, and when in 1654 Milton became totally 
olind, the fact that he was one vf the most famous men 
in the world brought him no help. Nothing was left but 
to reconcile himself to being sightless for the remain- 
der of his life. But this did not mean that his pen was 
destined to be laid aside. Though he himself could not 
wield it, the poet had two daughters, who were to be his 
eyes, and to them he dictated his masterpiece, “Para- 
dise Lost.” 


This great poem was originally planned as a mystery, 
some idea of treating it as a drama having lingered in 
the master’s mind. Finally, however, he resolved to 
write an epic poem. The poem was published in 1667, 
and it is an interesting commentary on prices that Mil- 
ton received—five pounds from his publisher and the 
promise of five pounds more when the sales should have 
passed 1300. 

The greater part of “Paradise Lost" was penned in a 
house in Artillery Walk, London. After the restoration, 
Milton, obnoxious as he was to the reigning power, had 
retired here with his third wife, Elizabeth Minshull. 
After writing his “History of England” and “Paradis« 
Regained,” the poet died in 1674, and was buried in St 
Giles’s Church, London. G. S.
